DR, HENSON ON THE ENGLISH. 


A bpecial service in connection with the 
Hoyul Society ut Dt. “George was held on 
April 26th in St. Paul’s Cathedral, There 
wana very lame congregation present, the 
space under the dome being reacrved for 
members of the society. The Lord Alayor 
of London attended the service in state, 
accompanied by the members of the Court 
of Common Council, wearing their official 
robes, : The sermon was preached by the 
Bishop of Durham, Dr. Hensley Hensof, 
who, taking-ws his text, Revelation xxi. 
24, delivered an eloquent discourid on 
Nationality, from which he. said human 
society’ draws its most vital and vuluable 
characteristics. . 

Of all national types the English was, 
perhaps, the most distinctive, It was the 
product of a histury charged with Christian 
anfuence, and in many respects crtra- 
ordinarily favourable to tho development of. 
national character. Whether it be considered 
in the light of English history or in tho 
uctual effect which it had on the affaira of 
the world, or finally in. itself as a variety 
human nature, the English type of charscter 
was extraordinarily interesting and valao-.

The prisoner was Charner Tidwe 
whom Presidents Roosevelt, Taft and on 
had each rejected appeals for pardo It 
was tho desth bel confession of 5 woman 
that brought about the convict’s liberation 
with exoneration of the crime. 

Tidwell is a half-breed Cherokee Indian, 
who lived in Tallequah, Okiahome. Ho was 
only 17 when a neighbour, whose husband, 
James Brown, had bean shot to death, ac- 
cused the lad of the murder. _ 

She had been indicated jointly with the 
Indian but was acquitted on the testimony 
of her son,’ who’ swore that he had seen 


| Tidweil fire the shot. 


Tidwell denied al] knowledge of tho crime’ 
and many witnesses substantiated his alibi, 
which was that on the day of murder he 
was miles away. Tho jury, however, believed 
Mrs. Brown and her son. +

innocent victim of what the Federal depart-. 
ment of Justice calls ‘one of the most ‘re-

The probability is (says Professor J. 
Arthur Thomson in the Sociologind Reviaey 
that if ten biologists wero asked what 
troubled them most in their thoughts of 
modern society, nine would answer—the 
rarity of selection, {In early: days man 
was sifted by famine and pestilence and 
in his struggle with wild beasts, with the 
forces of Nature, with other tribes, There is 
still some diHerential death-rate in connection 


with diseases, but, on the whole, man is- 


conquering the microbe; and mere thinnia, 
does not spell progress. He has cgnquere 
the wild beasts and tho forces o 

If modern warfare sifts at all, it is probably 


in the wrong direction. Aseveryone realisos, | 


man has thrown off the yoke of Naturn} 
Selection, without substituting for it any 
thing at all adequate, in tho way of rational 
and social selection, The growth of social 
sentiment or kin-sympathy leads him at 
every second turn to be kind in the present, 
at the great risk of being eruel to the future. 
Thus arses tho dilemma of civilisation, nover 
better stuted than hy Herbert Spencer: ; 

“The law that each creature shall take the 
benetits and ovils of its own nature has been 
the law under which life hns-evolved thus: 
far. And armngements, which, ina con- 
siderable degree, prevent superiority frone 
profiting by the rewards of superiority, or 
shield inferiority from the evils it entuila— 


any arrangements which tend to make it as |. 


well to be inferiuras to Iw superior, are 
arrangements diametrically oppised to the 
progress of organistation and the reaching. 
of a higher life.” 

“Conscinusly oc unconsciously,” as Pro- 
fessor Karl Pearson puts it, “wehave suspend- 
ed the racial purgation mitintained in less 
devclopedcommunities by Natural Selection.” 
And what Dr: Trotter sees so clearly must 
Le kept in mind. that just as the integration 
and goodwill of the society increase, the 
more must the unit be sheltered from the 
sifting of Natura! Selection. This is true in 
naimel societary forms as in mankind. 
much more than a more coddling of. 
waster that wo have'to" face; it is a neces: 
sity imposed by the very fact-of sociaty. 
Moreover, civilised man must go on saving 
lives, eliminating our eliminators, and in.so 
doing cannot help himself, evan if ha would, 
from saving the weaklings along with the 
strong. We ean neither reverse the develop- 
ment of social sentimént nor cease in an 
effort of preventive medicine nnd healt! 
promotion. It is a dilemma; and the only 
way out is to devolop modes of rational and’ 
social selection which will sift progressively, 
There is plenty of hardness in the clash of 
inodern life, but there is little systen:mtic 
selection.

The important changes annoyneed Ly tho 
Home Otheo for grarlually brightening prison 
lite--changes such as. replaciag the broad 
arrow wnitoris by tweed suits, substituting 
physical drill for pointless exercises ine the 
gant, snd allowing photographs on the 
walls ofcelly and fawers on the tabl: — wen 
reviewed in an) interview with a Pres 
Teprisentative recently by Sir Weryss 
Grant-Wilson, honorary director of the 

lurstal Association, : 

“TE Sir Wemyss said, “these changes are 
to he wade, the public, T think, should Rarden 
their lvurts to the new! of sentences of sutti- 
cient length ta be really. reformative, In 
other words, do not make prison a short, 
comfortable stay, but a long refi-ruustive 
one.
